YOEK, Jan. 10.—By a head-on 


collision between two passenger trains 
on the Lehigh Valley at West Bunel- 
len, K. J., at 12.47 p. sn. Monday, 16 
persons are dead and over 25 were in 
jured. 
1 West Dun«llen is three MilCB from 
Boundbrook and about SO miles from 
New York city. At the spot wh -re the 
accident occurred there is a sharp 
curve in the Lehigh Valley tracks 
and a steep cutting, but the ac- 
cident was due in the first place to 
some terrible mistake in train or- 
ders, and in the second place to 
another accident that occurred at 
Boundbrook earlier in the day. The 
scenes that accompanied the collision, 
the sufferings of injured and the panic 
that reigned among the four hundred 
passengers, were well-nigh indescriba- 
ble. 
The blood-stained -wreck of tan- 


gled and twisted iron and wood that 
was still on the railroad tracks Monday 
night bore witness to the truth of the 
general verdict of railroad men that 
this was one of the worst collisions in 
recent years.

road was made possible only by a

It was in the first ear of the excur- 


sion train that all the deaths and most 
of the casualties occurred. The otner 
cars, though their occupant* were bad- 
ly shaken, stayed on the track and 
were in condition to be hauled off. 
The baggage car in front of the local 
traJc was rather badly smashed up. 


Prom Dunellen, Boundbrook and 


other places doctors were quickly sum- \ 
moned. 
They came over the Central 


railroad of New Jersey, whose trucks 
run parallel with the Lehigh at this 
point, about four hundred yards dis- 
tant. Relief and wrecking trains were 
quickly on hand. 
As the dead were 


taken from the demolished ear they 
were put in the rear car* of the excur- 
sion train and taken to Bouncbrook, 
where a coroner's inquest was held 
Monday night. The Injured, were put 
in the cars of the local train. Twenty- 
one were taken to Plainneld hospital, 
while the less seriously injured went 
on to Jersey City and New York. 


Engineer Prendergast, who weighs 


almost 300 pounds, jumped too late. 
He was caught under his engine and 
for three hours lay pinioned in fright- 
ful agony. When at last a huge crane 
lifted the iron off his body he was 
found so badly injured that he is ex- 
pected to die. 


Engineer Rick, of the local, was 


found on the tracks so badly injured 
that little hope was entertained of his 
recovery. Despite the blood that flow- 
ed from his mouth. Rick gurgled out, 
"Some one gave wrong orders. I know 
how it happened, but 1 can't speak 
now."

Heela 
is but a settlement and it does not 
even claim a place on the railway and 
general maps, but on the map of In- 
diana it is indicated by a small dot. 
Just about where Noble, Kosciusko and 
Whitney counties join. Though it has 
no other claim to notoriety, It is the 
home of Frank Henllg, whose method 
of gaining a 
livelihood is probably 


more ingenious than that practiced by 
any other man in the country — the 
home of possibly the one man in the 
nation who realizes to a greater ex- 
tent than any other one the value that 
is coined up in- the penny, which so 
many have no .regard for. It is this 
disregard on the part of the many and 
his very highest regard for it that fur- 
nishes him a home, a good living and a 
small accumulation of money. 
Mr. 


Henlig is known all over northeastern 
Indiana as the man who "lives on a 
penny a year." This is in part truth. 
He lives by the accumulation of pen- 
nies, and now has almost all of north- 
western Indiana under penny tribute to 
him. He is known far and wide and 
has in a measure taken the place of 
Mother Goose, Aladdin and the bogy 
man in the nursery stories in homes all 
through the district which he covers. 
From the cradle the little ones are told

He conceived the idea of asking ev- 


ery one of the people within easy reach 
of his log cabin for t pledge of 1 penny 
a year. 1L* demand wa> so trivial 
that Jt provoked nothing more than 
jeers and ready compliance, At Srsi 
the amount was inconsiderable, but in 
the interim he had managed to secure 
a small pension, and thus he was abl 
to exist by practicing frugality. 


It became such a great joke abou

the news readily spread 
down 
the 


country roads, and 
when he callei 


around next year he was informed that 
families further down the road wantei 
to see bim. The curiosity In the man 
who found so much in pennies spreai 
rapidly and he became a cariosity 
whom every one wanted to see. He 
had in the meantime wisely extended 
his pledge to the little ones as well as 
the old people and that is now the sec 
ret of his great success. 


The first stories fond mothers tel 


their offspring Is about a strange man 
who comes once a year to collect pen- 
nies, and the little ones are given a 
penny to give to him, while the older 
children all look forward to his com- 
ing with pennies stored away. He al- 
ways comes around about the saws 
week every year and is known to all 
of them. Thus by the children pos- 
sibly more than by the old folks the 
story of the strange man has been car- 
ried yearly farther down the country 
roads, and annually his trips have be- 
come longer until now he is unable to 
answer the demands 
to go farther 


down the road. From the work of a 
few days in collecting his trivial rev- 
enue it has gradually become the work 
of months, and now it requires about 
seven or eight months, and he could 
put in the entire twelve if he would.

Persistently, as becomes men con- 


vinced of the ulnciau- suoe«ss of tielr 
efforts, a sanguine band of savants 
and explorers have beset success: w 
governments with appeals to take up 
antarctic exploration again, ssys the 
London Spectator. Their perseverance 
has so far been unavailing, although 
It is not easy to understand why. or 
to assign aay definite reason for such 
strange unwillingness. Remembering 
how rich were the results garnered 
from the labors of Sir James Clarke 
Ross and his gallant coadjutors in the 
stanch, but undoubtedly clumsy, old 
Erebus and Terror, and how vast was 
the field opened up for the subsequent 
workers, the fact that from then until 
now no attempt has been wade to fol- 
low up this great work becomes utterly 
inexplicable. Tet, believing, doubtless, 
"that all things come to those who utll 
but wait," for half a century all those 
interested in this great question hav« 
waited, scarcely ever relaxing their 
efforts to awaken fhe powers that be 
to some recognition of the pressing 
claims of science to be beard in thli 
matter. 


Beyond all question, the present time 


is peculiarly opportune for the prose- 
cution of antarctic research. Por it 
must be borne in mind that in that 
vast and almost unknown area, more 
than twice the size of Europe, one 
expedition, however well etiuippe^ 
cannot, in the nature of things, hope 
to do more than settle a portion ot 
the problems that silently await solu- 
tion. What Is undoubtedly indicated 
as the ideal treatment of the antarctic 
question is the establishment of an in- 
ternational jpolar commission, such AS 
attacked arctic problems In 1882. A

to be born blind, or deaf and dumb, 
or deformed, or even -weak or sickly was 
considered an irreparable and hopeless in- 
jury.

Jackson, a globe-trotter of 30 years 
experience, has recently made a tour 
of North Africa, including the acces- 
sible parts of Morocco, and in a per- 
sonal letter to Mr. Prank L. Dingley 
of Lewiston, Me., a brother of the well- 
known congressman of that name, he 
gives a graphic account of the sultan's 
bloody and desperate method of proce- 
dure. While in Tanglers, Mr. Jackson

Aesop, the celebrated fabulist, was 


xwn about 620 B. c. He ib s>upi>oi*d : 


o have been a native of Phrygia, bui 
J>« place of his birth IB very uncw- 
Ain, several Grecian citiej claiming 
-he hoaor. While quite jouug he was 
jrought to Athens as a slave, where 


s>er\ed te\eral mabters, but was 


?nally made a freeman in considera- 
'ion of his wit and beauty of mind. 
It ss said that he was at one time the 
thief servant of a philosopher named 
Kanthus. One day Xanthus wished to 
give a grand dinner to some of his 
Jislmguished friends, and 
he in- 


structed Aesop to buy for the occa- 
sion the very best things in the mar- 
ket. Aesop went to market, purchased 
a great number of tongues, and told 
the cook to serve them with, differ- 
ent sauces. When the dinner was 
ready, there was "tongue in all styles," 
icd not one thing else. Xanthus was 
»nraged. He called Aesop to him and 
said: "I ordered you Vo buy the very 
best things in the market. Why did 
you not obey me?" "I did obey you, 
Master Xanthus," Aesop replied. "Is 
there, master, anything better thai 
tonguest Is not the tongue the bond 
of civil society, the key of science 
and the organ of truth and reason? 
Is it not by means of the tongue tba 
cities are built, and governments es 
tablished and instructed? Do not men 
instruct, persuade, and preside in as 
semblies by using their tongues'1 
"I'll excuse you this time," said Xan 
thus, "for your reasoning is truly 
good; but these same friends will dine 
with me to-morrow, and as I want to 
diversify my entertainment, go to 
market again and buy the worst things 
you cat1 find." The dinner the next 
day consisted also of nothing but ton- 
gues. Xanthus, violently angry, de- 
manded an explanation of Aesop. 
"Master," said the servant, "you told 
me to buy, for this dinner, the worst 
things I could and. Is there anythmr 
-worse than tongues ?Is not the tongue 
the instrument of strife and conten- 
tion, the fomentor of lawsuits, and 
the source of divisions and wars? Is 
cot the tongue the organ of error,, of 
falsehood, of calumny, of blasphemy? ' 
Aesop was not punished, for he con- 
vinced Xanthus that the tongne. when 
used aright, is the best ot all things, 
and the very worst when put to a 
wrong use 
Soon after Aesop was 


made free he visited Croesus, and he 
and the rich Lydian King became close 
Tiends. He went to Athens, and while 
there composed the fable of "Jupiter 
and the Frogs," for the instruction of 


Athenian citizens. About 564 B. 
Aesop met death Jn a very cruel 


way. 
Croesus had sent him to Delphi 


with a large sum of money that ne 
wished to have distributed among tae 
citizens, but a quarrel arose over the 
matter, and Aesop refused to distrib- 
atu the money. Then the Delphians 
became angry, accused him of sacri- 
lege, and hurled him from a precipice.
